Summary of reasons for decision: 

Men In Love was submitted by Auckland Libraries for reconsideration of its classification. This 
book is a collection of men’s sexual fantasies compiled by American psychologist, Nancy Friday. 
Along with publishing the anonymous fantasies she provides extensive psychological, 
physcoanalytical analysis of them. 

The book is written for adults. There is a likelihood of injury in exposing children and teenagers 
to such confronting sexual material; they are unlikely to have been exposed to such material 
before, and are not necessarily equipped with the maturity to process it. They may be shocked 
and disturbed by the more taboo content, and this may have a negative effect on the 
development of sexual attitudes and behaviours. The book therefore remains restricted to adults. 






The Classification Office has considered the effects of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 
on the application of the classification criteria. This book's classification limits the right to 
freedom of expression, but is the minimum restriction available in order to prevent likely injury 
to the public good.
